Negotiation ordered for facility 


On recommendation of the Civic Building Committee, Lompoc City Council 
Tuesday night authorized the city staff to negotiate a firm contract with the 
Knights of Pythias to purchase that organization’s lodge hall at M Street and 
Laurel Avenue for a senior citizen center. 
The council acted following a report on the committee’s recommendation by 
Dr. Barry Coughlin, chairman of the city’s Commission on Aging and a 
member of the committee. 
He noted that the committee had considered construction of a new building ' 
as well as the acquisition of an existing facility. The new structure became a 
second choice when high cost of construction was considered, he added.4 
In its consideration of existing facilities, the Church of Christ at Walnut and 
O was looked into but in comparing the two facilities, the Knights of Pythias 
was considered by the committee to be more jdesirable, Dr. Coughlin said. 
Councilman Joe Valencia said he had visited both facilities and he outlined 
what he considered to be advantages and drawbacks of each. Then he com­ 
mented, “ The seniors who will use this center voted 5 to I in favor of the 
Knights of Pythias. It would be hard to go against this kind of ratio." 
Wendell Minyard, speaking for the Church of Christ and ‘‘as a representative 
of taxpayers and senior citizens,’’ attempted to get the council to consider the 
church facility instead of the committee’s recommendation. 
He said the objection the committee had to a second story facility could be 
eliminated by not using the second floor except for storage. This, he said, 
would still leave more than adequate floor space to meet the committee s 
stated requirements for a center. 
Minyard also said that, using $30 a square foot as a standard, the church 
facility would give the city property worth $300,000 compared to approximately 
$180,000 for the Knights of Pythias building. 


Other input at the meeting came from Bert Strobic, president of the local 
chapter of the American Association of Retired Persons who said he was 
speaking personally but that he heartily endorsed the committee’s recommen­ 
dation. 
Former Mayor Art Scott, who appointed the committee that investigated the 
choices for a senior facility, urged the council th “ take action forthwith” to 
prevent further increases in costs for the center. 
A letter from Pearl Price of the Senior Citizen Club clarified action taken by 
the club in a recent vote. She said the vote was to endorse the Civic Building 
Committee as the only agency qualified to determine which facility would best 
suit the needs of the seniors. 
Alberta Morgan opposed the Knights of Pythias recommendation and implied 
that some of the meetings of the committee were illegally held because they 
were not adequately publicized. 
Mayor E C. Stevens denied any secrecy involved in the meetings and said, “ I 
am resentful of the fact that these volunteers on the committee who gave 
hundreds of hours to this project should be sniped at, shot at and have it implied 
that they are crooks.” 
Dr. Coughlin expressed appreciation of the council, staff, committee 
members and others who had a part in the project and later came in for 
plaudits himself by council members. 
The motion the council approved was to accept the committee’s recommen­ 
dation. to autorize the staff to negotiate the best contract possible on acquiring 
the K of P structure and to authorize the appointment of a committee to 
develop an organization that would administer and operate the facility. 
Stevens emphasized that the final negotiated agreement will come back to 
the council for action.

Housing authority's 
waiting list grows

The Housing Authority of Santa Bar­ 
bara County is another baby robin in a 
vast nest of baby robins, all squawking 
and competing for the attention of 
mother robin. 
So, Michael Lynn, HASBC programs 
coordinator, likes to analogize. 
Mother robin is the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, HUD. 
The baby robins number in the thou­ 
sands 
That is how many housing 
authorities there are spread across the 
country. 
Nourishment is money and each hous­ 
ing authority wants more of it than is 
provided to meet the needs of the people 
in its territory. Since the supply of 
money falls short of the demand, the 
only recourse left for a housing authority 
is to place its unattended clients in a cer­ 
tain administrative niche. 
This niche is commonly known as the 
waiting list. 
“ There is a concern on our part 
(because) we are not able to fulfill the 
needs of people on the waiting list,” 
Lynn said last week. 
Based in Lompoc at 815 W. Ocean 
Ave., HASBC basically administers 
three programs in its territory that in­ 
cludes all of the county except for the 
city of Santa Barbara which maintains 
its own housing authority. There are long 
waiting lists to get in each. 
In Lompoc*, HASBC operates two hous­ 
ing projects. The 40-unit Lompoc 
Gardens on College Avenue, which it now 
owns and was built in 1942 as war hous­ 
ing. And the 50-unit Lompoc Terrace on 
Apricot Avenue, which will be owned by 
HASBC when the bonds are retired in 
1992 
There are 149 names on that list, peo­ 
ple wanting to move into this housing 
designed for low income families. Some 
names, according to Lynn, have been on 
the list more than a year. 
Since turn-over of project residents is 
very small — about 20 move-outs a year 
— a family faces a long wait unless it is 
homeless and living out of the back seat 
of a ’65 Ford. Then that family has 
priority. 
, 
HASBC maintains a 150-unit track in 
Santa Maria with a waiting list of 150 
names. And it has a 56-unit project in 
Guadalupe. The waiting list numbers 70. 
Under a second program called section 
23, houses and apartments are leased by 
HASBC for one to three year periods. As 
in the projects, the HASBC tenant pays a 
rent fee based on the size of his income 
and family; the remainder is paid by 
HASBC with HUD money. 
HASBC leases 1,102 living units coun- 
tywide with 137 apartments and houses 
leased in Lompoc. The section 23 waiting 
list totals about 425 names. 
Section 23, however, may be entirely 
replaced by the new section 8 program 
that began Feb. I. HUD has directed all 
housing authorities not to enter into leas­ 


ing agreements that extend beyond 1978, 
although there is “ pressure” to keep sec­ 
tion 23 because section 8 is not working 
adequately in eastern states, said Lynn. 
“ Some Congressmen are just em­ 
barrassed that nothing has yet come out 
in their districts under that terrific sec­ 
tion 8 program which is HUD’s snake oil 
cure for all housing ills,” reads a recent 
National 
Housing Conference, 
Inc. 
newsletter. 
Lynn, though, commented, “ Our ex­ 
perience with section 8 has been ex­ 
cellent.” 
Section 8 is the third SBH A program. It 
has three parts: existing, new construc­ 
tion and substancial rehabilitation. 
Existing is a variation of section 23 
with the difference being the tenant goes 
out and finds housing that rents under an 
amount specified by HUD and deter­ 
mined by number of bedrooms in the 
house and the region the house is located 
in. When found — and approved by 
HASBC. the tenant pays so much and the 
difference is paid with HUD money. 
The existing portion of section 8 is now 
only administered in Lompoc because, 
said Lynn, a good amount of “ decent, 
sanitary housing’’ for low rent is 
available here and HASBC wants this 
pilot project operating close to its 
central office in Lompoc. HUD issued 56 
existing allocations to HASBC this year 
and all have been filled, though 14 
families are still house hunting. 
One hundred and fifty-six more 
families in Lompoc alone want to par­ 
ticipate in existing and have put their 
names on a waiting list. 
Under new construction of section 8, 
HASBC has filed an application for 24 
housing units exclusively for elderly 
persons on a vacant lot on North K St. 
owned by HASBC. The agency’s applica­ 
tion for eight units in Guadalupe was 
recently turned down; the proposed site 
was located too close to railroad tracks, 
it was told 
There have been no applications under 
substancial rehabilitation. This is so. 
said Lynn. because HASBC has “ seen no 
movement in the rehabilitation area on 
the part of the private sector." 
HASBC received $1,559,073 in section 
23 money and $61,618 in housing project 
funds from HUD in 1975, but more money 
could have been put to good use. 
The waiting lists prove this. 
"There are thousands of housing 
authorities that are trying to meet the 
needs (of its clients), but our financial 
resources are finite as determined by 
HUD in allocating funds,” remarked 
Lynn. 
Consequently, the competition for 
more money among these agencies is 
keen. 
“ The competition is very indirect." he 
described 
“ Every housing authority 
tries to meet its demands . .. we are con­ 
stantly reiterating our needs to HUD 
You have to hang in there and make 
yourself known.” 
School personnel panel

In response to that suggestion, Robert 
Halstead, president of the local CSEA. 
said he would oppose the inclusion of the 
county to the north unless Ventura 
County were also included. 


United Press International 
President Ford unleashed landslides 
on Ronald Reagan in the Michigan and 
Maryland Republican primaries. Demo­ 
cratic frontrunner Jim m y Carter lost to 
newcom er Edmund Brown Jr . in 
Maryland and squeaked past Morris 
Udail in Michigan. 
Ford s victories Tuesday gave him a 
six-to-eight edge in contested primaries 
over the former California governor. 
The President’s “ must win” Michigan 
triumph was the biggest percentage vic­ 
tory in the GOP primaries to date. 
Carter was convincingly trimmed by 
the young California governor in 
Maryland, his second loss to a late- 
starting candidate in two weeks. He slip­ 
ped by the Arizona congressman with a 
tiny plurality that appeared to be the 
closest percentage victory in either 
party since the primaries began in 
February. 
Ford led Reagan by 31 per cent in 
Michigan and 16 per cent in Maryland, 
and was exuberant over the twin victo­ 
ries which revived talk in the President’s 
camp of a first ballot win at the 
Republican national convention. 
Carter said he wasn’t worried by his 
loss in Maryland and paper-thin win in 
Michigan — where both he and Udall had 
43 per cent of the vote — since he ex­ 
pected to collect more than IOO delegates 
from Tuesday's primaries. 


The form er G eorgia governor 
predicted he would reach the 1,000- 
delegate level next week, with 1.505 
needed to nominate. 
President Ford had campaigned 
vigorously in his home state of Michigan, 
calling it a “ must win" battle, but didn’t

School trustee and board president 
Richard K Jacoby has appointed a com­ 
mittee. Citizens Supporting the School 
Board, in a defense against a campaign 
to recall all five trustees. 
Jacoby appointed Al Walker of Lom­ 
poc and C aro l 
H o ch sta tte r of 
Vandenberg Village, co-chairpersons; 
and Connie Steffen, treasurer. 
Walker and Hochstatter issued a state­ 
ment calling on the defeat of the recall 
move. 
Steffen announced that contributions 
are being solicited to assist in the 
defense effort The committee can be 
reached at Post Office Box 1371. 
Opponents of the school board's order 
to close La Mesa and Miguelito schools 
in the fall formed a committee. Save Our 
Schools. (SOS*. to overturn the closures. 
The committee announced on April 8 that 
it would seek a recall election to remove 
the trustees from office. 
In a statement issued today. SOS reaf­ 
firmed the official charges which were 
filed with the county clerk on May 7 and 
amplified on them with supporting state­ 
ments SOS has charged that “ The board 
has been unresponsive to the electorate; 
has been insensitive to community con­ 
cerns and values pertaining to local tax­ 
payers; has failed to provide effective 
control over the administration of our 
educational system; has failed to insure 
adequate planning for tho district’s 
needs." 
At the same time. SOS shifted the 
focus from the original dispute: “ While 
the school closure decisions of Feb 3 did 
stimulate much of the recent protests, 
issues which preceded that event and in­ 
vestigations since then, have produced a 
much broader and more fundamental set 
of reasons for initiating this recall ac­ 
tion ** 


campaign at all in Maryland and won 
there almost as easily. 
“ It was a wonderful victory and we 
want to thank all the people of Michigan 
and Maryland who were so kind,” he told 
White House reporters after returning 
from a formal dinner. 


However. Ford still trails Reagan 524 
to 455 in the overall delegate race and 
faces an uphill fight in the six southern 
and western states that vote next week. 


.He had lost five of the past six 
primaries to Reagan prior to Tuesday 
night, when he picked up all 43 Maryland 
delegates and split Michigan’s delegates 


55 to 29 with Reagan. 


Brown s solid win in his presidential 
debut was impressive, but the beauty 


contest victory was somewhat tem­ 
pered by C arter's capturing 107 
delegates in Maryland and Michigan. 
The California governor had no delegates 
running. 
Brown told cheering supporters in 
Baltimore he had come to Maryland 
three weeks ago an unknown and was 
leaving a winner. “ This campaign is an 
uphill battle, but 1 11 go forward into 
Oregon tomorrow and ask there for help. 
This campaign is just beginning.” 


Carter, pleased by his greatest harvest 
of delegates, again predicted a first 
ballot victory. “ There is a tremendous 
outpouring of support for me,” he said. 


Carter now has 714. with 1,505 needed 
to nominate. Morris Udall, who finished 
second for the eighth time this year in 
Michigan, is a distant second in the 
delegate total. 


Gov. George Wallace of Alabama, who 
won in both Maryland and Michigan four 
years ago. was no factor this time. He 
polled only about 5 per cent of the vote in 
each state. 
City budget presented 


A general fund municipal budget of 
$3.72 million was proposed to the Lom­ 
poc City Council Tuesday night by City 
Administrator Gene L. Wahlers. 
The council gave a minimum of discus­ 
sion to the proposed spending program, 
noting that a public hearing on the docu­ 
ment will be conducted June I. 
The budget represents an increase of 
approximately $230,000 over last year’s 
program, or 6.6 per cent, while calling 
for no increase in the general fund tax 
rate of $1.8488 per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion. 
Departmental requests totaled $3 98 
million but were reduced $244,000. “ The 
reduction required the deletion of many 
desirable projects and service increases 
but was essential in order to balance the 
budget within the existing property tax 
rate." Wahlers said. 
The budget maintains essentially the 
same level of services as last year 
despite a projected revenue increase of 


only two per cent compared to the 6.6 per 
cent increase in costs. 
Last year, Wahlers noted. $214,000 was 
available from general revenue sharing 
for police and fire services. This year, 
because the revenue sharing program 
has not been renewed as yet by Congress, 
only $120,000 is available through 
December 31. 


“ In many departments there is 
justification for additional personnel to 
meet increased work requirements. In 
order to balance the general fund, 
however, most of the requests had to be 
denied and some existing unfilled posi­ 
tions were deleted,” said Wahlers. 
Budget totals for various departments 
in the proposed budget include: 


City Council, $17,055; city clerk’s of­ 
fice. $47,145; city attorney’s office, 
$46,905; city administrator’s office, 
$53,280; fiscal services. $290,300; police 
services. $855,255; fire services. 


$490,190. emergency services, $22,535: 
engineering. $115,370. streets. $991. 915; 
personnel department. $52,385; building 
and facilities maintenance. $145,085; 
parks and recreation. $302,890; com­ 
munity development. $143,380 and non­ 
departmental. $142,385. 
Wahlers stated that a copy of the 
budget will be available for public 
perusal at the Lompoc Public Library 
and at City Hall. 
Besides the general fund budget, the 
proposed program for 1976-77 includes 
other funds for which separate grants, 
taxes or fees are received. These include 
the Lompoc Library. $252,155; Village 
Branch Library. $28,305; Community 
Development 
Block Grant. $200,000; 
water revenue bond. $93,220; water 
utility fund. $f®2,026; electric utility, 
$2 323 million; wastewater service fund. 
$1 04 million; wastewater revenue bond 
fund. $142,350; solid waste fund, $300,510; 
and vehicle maintenance fund. $280,275. 
$30,000 to lend but no takers

The City of Lompoc has $30,000 to lend 
at very low interest rates but so far 
nobody has asked to borrow any of it. 
The amount is the total that has been 
set aside from Community Development 
Block Grant Funds to establish a Hous­ 
ing Rehabilitation Loan program. The 
first $15,000 was allocated last year and 
is available for immediate lending to 
qualified applicants. The other $15,000 
becomes available on July I. having 
been allocated last November by the City 
Council. 
“ We’ve had two or three persons ask 
us for information about the program, 
but so far no one has gone so far as to 
make application." said Mike Kaufman, 
assistant to the Community Develop­ 
ment Director. 
“ We wish somebody would apply,” 
Kaufman said “ We are interested in get­ 
ting the program off the ground so that 
we can see how well it is going to work. 
“ There are no programs like this that 
we know of and we have had to put things 
together ourselves. We didn’t have 
anyone with experience that we could go 
to. 
“ We have shown our program to the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and to a cooperating local 
bank, and both agree the program looks 
good." Kaufman said 
At present, there are an estimated 200 
dwelling units in Lompoc that are in need 
of work to bring them up to habitable 
standards 
The highest incidence of 
these substandard dwellings — about 
one-third of the total — is in an area 
bounded by H Street on the east, V Street 
on the west. College Avenue on the north 
and Ocean Avenue on the south, 
and between H and Seventh streets and 
College and Pine avenues. 
Initially, applicants will be accepted 
only from these two areas. An applicant 
must be the owner or purchaser as well 


as the occupant of the dwelling to be 
renovated, with income levels ranging 
from $6,000 to $13,000 per year, 
depending on the number of dependents 
in the family. 
“ There are so many variables that it is 
impossible to set down a specific list of 
guidelines and requirements that will fit 
every circumstance.” said Kaufman. 
What is the reason no one has applied 
so far. since the program received fairly 
wide publicity through the media and in 
mail-out notifications with utility bills? 
“ Fear, probably." said Kaufman. 
"Potential borrowers probably are 
afraid that making application for a loan 
will brand them to one and all as a low- 
income. poverty or minority family. 
“ This fear is not valid. The way the 
program is set up. no one could be iden­ 
tified as a participant in the Home 
Rehabilitation Loan program. Only the 
applicant himself, the cooperating bank, 
the HEW Department and our office 
ever knows who is involved in the 
program. 
“ There are enough owners of these 
homes who are making improvements 
without being a part of this program that 
it would be impossible to tell the dif­ 
ference which upgrading projects were a 
part of the loan program and which were 
not." Kaufman said. 


Kaufman said that people living in 
these homes that should have been con­ 
demned are finding that for a nominal 
cost they can be brought up to standards 
of habitability. 


“ So far, only a couple of these homes 
have been tom down, and we are hoping 
that with funds for assistance, the work 
of improvement will be spurred," he ad­ 
ded 
The loans will bear an interest rate of 
three per cent. For certain types of 
eligibility, the interest could be less than 
that and any payback deferred until such 
a time as the* home is sold. 


The initial thinking of those in the 
Community Development Department 
was that three loans of $5,000 would be 
made to launch the program. “ However, 
we have no experience as to how con­ 
tractors w ill assess the cost of 
rehabilitation. All of the work is not to 
the outside of the house. To the obvious 
exterior needs, there are plumbing, 
electrical, foundation and ceiling repairs 
that must be made ” 


How long, at the $5,000 pace, would it 
take until all eligible housing is 
rehabilitated? 


“ Several years,” Kaufman said, “ if 
the present rate of funding is main­ 
tained However, we hope to recycle the 
paybacks to build up a fund for ex­ 
panding the program.” 


First of all. however, it has to be 
launched “ It will be difficult to sell the 
city council on expanding or even con­ 
tinuing the program without any ex­ 
perience at all,” Kaufman said. 
He invited those in the geographical 
area defined earlier who think they may 
be eligible for one of the rehabilitation 
loans to contact the Com m unity 
Development Department at City Hall, 
119 W Walnut Ave.

Property owners protest 
improvement but City acts

The question of the evening 
was. "Why pick on my side of 
the street? Why not the south 
side, or everyb^y at the same 
tim e?" 
The answer of the evening 
was. "The improvements are 
going to have to be m ade 
sometime, and the longer we 
wait, the more expensive it is 
going to be. We can’t afford to 
do everything at once, and the 
projects that have been chosen 
are a place to start." 


The question was asked in a 
variety of forms by a steady 
stream of property owners 
protesting sidewalk and alley 
paving projects under the 1911 
Act and the answer or one like 
it was given by Mayor E. C. 
Stevens and several members 
of the council during a public 
hearing that lasted more than 
90 m inutes at last nig h t’s 
meeting of the 
Lompoc City 
Council. 


When all of t ie dialogue was 
ended, the council voted to 
overrule all of the objections 
except one that affected two 
alley im provem ent projects 
and authorized the Public 


Works Department to proceed 
with putting the project out to 
bid. The original proposal was 
for a project totaling $137,964. 
but removal of two segments of 
north alley paving — from to L 
to M and J to K ~ will drop the 
estimated cost to $116,988. 
The proposed project was 
based on Public Works Director 
Barry (iustafson’s estim ate of 
approximately $8 per lineal foot 
fo r 
th e 
w o rk , 
a n d 
he 
emphasized that the final figure 
may be considerably less than 
this, depending on the bids that 
come in. 
He said the project is ex­ 
pected to be put out for bids 
within a week. 
The project as finally ap­ 
proved was on a 5 to 0 vote of 
the council. The two north alley 
segments were removed, on a 3- 
2 vote with council members 
Joe Valencia and C harlotte 
Benton opposing, because of a 
desire for more information on 
the assessment. 
The concern aro se a fte r 
Robert Fordice of Orcutt cited 
the unique situation of a piece 
of property his wife had in­ 
herited. 
His property faces two alleys 
as well as a public street and is 


assessed at some $1,800. The 
cost of the improvement is 
about $1,300. he noted. 
Others making com m ents 
during the public hearing were 
.several members of the Alex­ 
ander family of 215 College 
Avenue, The family owns nine 
parcels of property and will 
have a large assessment for 
sidewalk Improvements. 
Also making protests were 
Sherman Hansen. Judy Nielsen, 
Frank Silva, Gall Benson and 
Alberta Morgan. Mrs. Morgan 
questioned the legality of the 
notices which she said should 
have been mailed at least 15 
days prior to the hearing. She 
also expressed the opinion that 
some of last year's SB 325 funds 
which went for downtown 
rev italizatio n 
stre e t 
work 
should have been used to offset 
the cost to the property owners 
of the current sidewalk and 
alley projects. 
D efending th e pro g ram .. 
Councilman Charles Ward said, 
"I don’t enjoy having to take 
this unpopular stand, but we 
can’t let the city go on being un­ 
improved. ITie city can’t go 
backward and we can’t do all 
the improvements at one time.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Agriculture Department ana­ 
lysts are preparing to draft a 
new food report generally con­ 
firming earlier forecasts that 
1976 food inflation rates will be 
sharply below the pace of the 
1973-75 boom. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz earlier offered a personal 
forecast that 1976 retail food 
prices would average only 3 to 4 
per cent above 1975 in contrast 
to gains of 8.5 per cent last year 
and 14.5 per cent in each of the 
two previous years. 
An economist working on the 
new report said he could not 
predict what it would show, but 
it was expected to be substan­ 
tia lly below th e ra te s of 
previous years. 
The expert said some retail 
food price increases are expect­ 
ed to show up in springtime sur­ 
veys, partly because beef has 
gone up in recent weeks. But 
gains for the first half of 1976 
will be smaller than initially ex­ 
pected because prices showed 
virtually no change during the 
first quarter of the year, it was 
pointed out. 
Other Agriculture specialists, 
meanwhile, issued a "m arket­ 
ing alert” report notifying con­ 
sumers that pork supplies will 
be too small to fill normal de­ 
mand in June but that beef, 
chicken and milk products will 
be "plentiful.” 
Pork output next month will 
be 5 per cent below last year’s 
unusually low level, the report 
said. Beef production, however, 
will be 6 to 8 per cent above last 
year and about 8 per cent above 
the June average for the past 
three years. 
Broiler chicken production in 
June will be up 12 per cent from 
a year ago to a new record, of­ 
ficials added. 
For other foods, experts gave 
these June supply forecasts: 
Eggs — adequate for normal 
needs: turkey — adequate; 
fresh citrus fruits and juices — 
plentiful; processed vegetables 
— plentiful; rice, wheat, corn, 
peanuts and dry peas — plen­ 
tiful; and fresh potatoes — 
adequate. 
Kissinger 
off to 
NATO meet 
Wa s h in g t o n (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer flew to Europe today for 
a meeting of the Nato foreign 
ministers that may prove to be 
crucial. 
The chief business of the 
m eeting is expected to be 
debate over how to deal with 
the possibility that Italy, and 
perhaps other member nations, 
will soon have C om m unist 
members of their governments. 
It also is expected that 
Iceland will demand alliance 
support in its continuing "cod 
w ar” with Great Britain, and 
that if this help is not forthcom­ 
ing, Iceland may decide to ex­ 
pel the Nato forces from the 
base at Keflavik. 
Kissinger also will visit Bonn, 
Stockholm, 
Luxembourg and 
London (where he will attend a 
meeting of the Central Treaty 
Organization). He is due to 
return to Washington on May 
27. 
The European trip, to be 
followed by a likely trip to Chile 
for a meeting of the Organiza­ 
tion of American States in early 
June, will -serve to keep the 
Secretary of State out of the 
country during the windup of 
the primary battles between 
President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan. 
On Tuesday a State Depart­ 
m ent spokesman announced 
that Kissinger would not keep a 
couple of speaking engage­ 
ments he had considered in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco.

Scientists see unrelated 
facts to earth tremors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
structive earthquakes 
have 
rocked five different parts of 
the globe during the past two 
weeks but scientists say they 
appear to be unrelated and ap- 
p a r e n tly do n o t s ig n ify 
something unusual. 
The rash of trem ors is the se­ 
cond such series this year. 
"We still know too little about 
e a rth q u a k e s to re a d any 
significance into the apparent 
rashes of worldwide earth ­ 
quakes that sometimes occur,” 
said W averly P e rso n s, a 
g eo p h y sic ist for the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 
Dr. Robert Hamilton, chief of 
the Survey’s earthquake stu­ 
dies. said in an interview the re­ 
cent ‘quakes were so far apart 
they undoubtedly w ere un­ 


related. 
The Survey Tuesday reported 
four significant quakes with a 
Richter Scale magnitude of 6.7 
to 6.9 between March 24 and 
April 9 in the South Pacific, 
south of Panama, in central 
Asia and in Equador. 
The earth was relatively 
quiet for three weeks in late 
April before a 6.5 magnitude 
quake was recorded near the 
coast of New Zealand May 4 It 
was followed by a 6.7 trem or 
the next day in the Kermadec 
Islands in the southw estern 
Pacific. 
Then on May 6. a devastating 
quake records! at between 6.5 
and 6.9 on the Richter Scale hit 
northeastern Italy. Officials 
report 920 bodies have been 
recovered 


A 6.5 trem or hit northern 
Peru May 15 and the next day 
Soviet Central Asia was struck 
bv a m ajor quake registering 
7 2 on the Richter. It apparent­ 
ly caused extensive casualties 
as well as heavy damage. 


P ersons said episodes of 
heavy earthquake activity have 
followed periods of relative 
calm in the past and the current 
series cannot be considered un­ 
usual. 


He said the number of major 
quakes 
recorded 
throughout 
the world this year is running 
behind the long-term yearly 
average. 
Persons said there 
usually are 16 to 18 quakes with 
a magnitude of 7 or more an­ 
nually and only five have been 
recorded in 1976 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
gave his late-starting presiden­ 
tial campaign a breath of life 
Tuesday with a smashing win 
over Democratic frontrunner 
Jimmy C arter in the Maryland 
primary. 
It was Brown’s first presiden­ 
tial primary and the only time 
he has faced the voters outside 
his home state. 
As expected, President Ford 
trounced Ronald Reagan in the 
Republican voting and swept all 
43 GOP convention delegates. 
Packing up the victory over 
Carter. Brown planned to fly to 
Oregon today to continue his 
"uphill battle” against Carter. 
Complete unofficial returns 
gave Brown 283,956 votes, or 49 
per cent. Carter had 216,687, or 
37 per cent. Ford had 94.784, or 
58 per cent of the GOP votes. 
Reagan 68,916 and 42 per cent. 
Brown won none of the 53 
Democratic delegates — enter­ 
ing his first prim ary too late to 
offer a slate — although he was 
expected to pick up a few from 
inactive candidates or uncom-

Ford said there have been 
nine incidents in which the ac­ 
celerator has stuck in the wide 
open position. All but one in­ 
volved company-owned vehi­ 
cles and no injuries or acci­ 
dents have occurred as a result 
of the safety defect.

Carter, noting he won most of 
the delegates, attributed his 
loss in the popularity contest to 
bad weather keeping his sup­ 
porters from the polls and sup­ 
port given to Brown by state 
political leaders. 


The former Georgia governor 
said he did not want to take 
anything away from Brown’s 


v icto ry , ‘‘but we got the 
delegates. 
"We met our goal tonight 
fairly well. We’re ahead of the 
schedule that we thought we 
would maintain,” he said. 
Appearing with Gov. Marvin 
Mandel and other Democratic 
officials before cheering sup­ 
p o r t e r s ,

Malpractice measure advances 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
CIA believes it now has one of 
the Soviet Union’s deepest state 
secrets — its defense budget — 
and the figure indicates the 
Russians pay twice as much for 
the same m ilitary strength as 
previous studies have con­ 
cluded. 
This "does not affect our ap- 
p r a i s a l 
o f th e s iz e o r 
capabilities of Soviet m ilitary 
forces (which) are based main­ 
ly on direct evidence," said the 
new study released Tuesday. 
The only public estim ate of 
Soviet military expenditure is 
in a single entry, "defense,” in 
the annual budget — about 18 
billion rubles. CIA officials say 
th is fig u re is p o litic a lly 
manipulated and the real one is 
a closely guarded secret, un­ 
earthed more by educated gues­ 
sing than strict analysis. 
It is now e s tim a te d at 
between 50 and 55 billion rubles 
in 1975; the figure was between 
40 and 45 billion in 1970. In com­ 
parison. the old 1975 estim ate 
was around 26 billion rubles. 
The Soviets commit between 
ll and 13 per cent of their gross 
national product to military 
strength, and that amount has 
been roughly constant since 
1970. Previous estim ates were 


between 6 and 8 per cent of 
CNP. a little more than the 5.5 
per cent com m itted by the 
United States in 1975. 
This means two things: 
— "W e now realize that 
Soviet leaders have been more 
willing than we thought to 
forego economic growth and 
consumer satisfaction in favor 
of military capabilities.” 
— "Soviet defense industries 
are far less efficient than 
formerlv believed " 


The study ended with a war­ 
ning: "The annual increment in 
Soviet CNP is large enough to 
allow both increases in defense 
spending and at least slow im­ 
provements in living standards. 
Moreover, the present level of 
Soviet 
defense investm ent 
programs is so high that with 
modest rates of growth — or 
even with a constant level of 
defense spending — inventories 
of military equipment would 
continue to rise.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r.’s 
legislation aimed at lowering 
medical m alpractice insurance 
premiums advanced to the As­ 
sembly floor today despite 
warnings by a "fearful” Legis­ 
lative Analyst A Alan Post. 
The bill (AB2939), carried by 
A s s e m b l y m a n 
H o w a r d 
Berman. D-Beverly Hills, was 
approved by the Ways and 
Means Committee Tuesday on a 
13-1 vote. Post told lawmakers 
he was worried that premiums 
charged 
by state-o p erated 
funds would be too low to pay 
jury aw ards in m alpractice 
cases. 


The California Medical As­ 
sociation, whose leadership op­ 
poses the bill, unsuccessfully 
tried to block the m easure by 
urging lawmakers to delay ac­ 
tion until the CMA completes a 
poll of its mem bers on the is­ 
sue The tabulation is expected 
to be finished about June I. 
The proposal would allow 
doctors a choice between two 
state-operated insurance funds. 
One concept, if approved by 
60 per cent of the state’s 30.000 
physicians, would require doc­ 
tors to join the fund. If that was 


not approved, doctors would 
have another alternative to join 
a state-m anaged voluntary 
pool, but a minimum 18.000 
physicians would have to sign 
up before the fund would begin. 
Both funds are designed to 
provide an average premium 
the first year of about $4,000 
compared with an average of 
$10,000 currently.

K i n d e r 
acknowledged under committee 
questioning that the mandatory 
membership plan would require 
basic reform s in the to rt 
system or other aspects of 
medical care for the fund to be 
solvent.

County Grand Jury members 
who had participated in the re­ 
cent highly critical interim 
report of the County Office of 
Environmental Quality (OEQ) 
met informally Tuesday with 
County Supervisor James M. 
Slater, who had issued a state­ 
ment implying that a number of 
the Grand Jurors had business 
or other growth-oriented con­ 
nections which could have in­ 
fluenced the findings against 
the 
county's 
environmental 
controls. 
Slater, acknowledging that a 
meeting had taken place in his 
o ffic e 
in 
the County Ad­ 
m inistration Building, said 
members of the Environmental 
and Planning Committee which 
researched the interim report 
discussed aspects of the Slater 
statement with regard to its 
references to “ possible con­ 
flicts of interest” involving a 
m ajority of the 19-member 
Grand Jury, 
including some 
committee members. 
He said he felt some of the 
Grand Jurors in going into his 
report suffered from “ some 
misunderstanding” of what he 
had said. 
Slater’s report has also been 
rapped by the Santa Ynez Farm 
Center, whose directors have 
asked the Third District board 
member to “ apologize” for 
seeming to impugn the honesty 
and fair dealing of two Santa 
Ynez 
Valley persons. Grand 
Jury 
c h a irm an 
F re d e ric k 
Harrison, of Santa Ynez, and 
Lyn Alter, who operates a 
resort in the foothills near 
Figueroa Mt 
Slater, meanwhile, has given 
no indication he plans to make 
an apology, or withdraw his 
statement about 
the current 
Grand Jury personnel. 
The Santa Ynez Farm Center 
statement said the directors 
were closely acquainted with 
Harrison and Alter and were 
certain they had not sought any 
concessions from the county's 
environm ental 
office. 
The 
statement said the Grand Jury 
was selected bv a democratic 


process and was made up of 
citizens whose integrity was un­ 
questioned. 
The Slater statement, while 
not making reference to any 
concessions sought by the pair, 
pointed out that Alter owns 
large 
acreage on 
Figueroa 
Mountain Road in Santa Ynez 
Valley which would be adverse­ 
ly affected by a downzoning of 
valley agricultural acreage. 
The environmental office has 
backed the concept of reduced 
density, the report showed. 
This statement said the zon­ 
ing changes, if carried out, 
would reduce the “ development 
potential” of Alter s property 
from 12 to two building sites 
through a recommended rezon­ 
ing from 20-acre to 100-acre 
agricultural district. 
In respect to Harrison, the 
Slater report said that the 
chairman, a ranch owner, owns 
property who is also involved in 
a proposed downzoning plan af­ 
fecting agricultural lands in the 
valley. 
The 
low er density 
designation recommended if 
carried out would reduce the 
“ development potential” of this 
land from six building sites to 
one building site, it was stated. 
The county’s environmental of­ 
fice has supported the concept 
of reducing zoning density in 
the valley, the report added.

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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California State Bar has 
relaxed its rule against lawyers 
advertising their fees and other 
information about their ser­ 
vices. 


The move announced Tuesday 
came as part of what the bar 
called a “comprehensive con­ 
sumer information program.’ 


The bar’s board of governors. 
by a vote of IO to 3. directed its 
staff to prepare new rules 
which must be approved by the 
state Supreme Court before go­ 
ing into effect. 


The new program permits the 
publication in legal directories 
of “ fee schedules, cost of an in­ 
itial consultation, listing of up 
to five basic fees for services 
provided by the attorney, and a 
statement of the types of cases 
accep ted on a con tingency 
basis,” according to the bar an­ 
nouncement. 


Joseph Cummins, chairman 
of the com m ittee which drew 
up the new rules, said the provi­ 
sion permitting publication of 
fee information “does precisely 
what the California 
Depart­

The “will." discovered on a 
desk in Mormon church head­ 
quarters. is regarded as the 
likeliest to be authentic of the 
17 which have appeared — most 
of them clearly fraudulent or 
the work of pranksters. 
“The will is a forgery and 
was not prepared by Howard 
Hughes," Shaneyfelt said Tues­ 
day after examining the hand­

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Ev­ 
erybody in the neighborhood 
knows Fritzie Zivic. He walks 
his dog. Duke, every morning 
before going to work, as a $5.70- 
an-hour boilermaker, and again 
when he comes back home in 
the evening. Fritzie Zivic loves 
his dog. He also loves the peo­ 
ple in his neighborhood, and it’s 
mutual. 
Kids and grownups gravitate 
to the friendly, forever smiling 
63-year-old former world wel­ 
terweight champ as soon as he 
ventures out of his well-kept, 
four-bedroom home in the 
fashionable Scott Township sec­ 
tion of town. 
According to the Ring Record 
Book. Fritzie Zivic had 230 
professional fights, winning 155, 
including 80 knockouts, losing 
65, and drawing in IO others. He 
says the book is wrong, he had 
399 bouts in his nearly 20 years 
as a pro. 
Whether he’s Tight or the 
book's right, one look at Zivic’s 
features and you can tell he 
didn’t spend ali his time setting 
women’s hair. 
Zivic’s left ear puts you in 
mind of nothing so much as a 
full head of cauliflower and the 
best way to get some idea of his 
nose is to picture the general 
shape of a peanut shell. He also 
has a small but noticeable scar 
under his left eye where an op­ 
ponent butted him on one of 
those rare occasions where 
Fritzie didn’t think of the same 
thing first. 
In the ring. Fritzie Zivic was 
anything but one of those nice- 
Nellies. With him. anything 
went. He always applied box­ 
ing’s Golden Rule; Get the 
other guy before he gets you 
first. 
“ I d hit guys low. choke em 
or give ‘em the head.’’ he 
laughs “ My best punch was a 
left hook to you-know-where. 
Me. a dirty fighter? Nah-h-h. 
Evervtime I hit a guy low. I d 
say ‘pardon me.' 
“ I remember one guy I fought 
ih Columbus. Ohio. I was step- 
pin’ on his feet and hittin’ him 
low the whole fight and telling 
him pardon m e’. He got a little 
upset and said. i ve pardoned 
you all night, now get the hell 
off my feet.’" 
Zivic never felt the least bit 
self-conscious about the way he 
fought b ecau se, he sa y s, 
everybody in his day fought 
pretty much the same way. In 
that connection, he recalls the 
first of his two fights with Ham­ 
mering Henry Armstrong, the 
one in October of 1940 when he 
took away the welterweight ti­ 
tle from Armstrong with a 15- 
round decision. 
“ He beat hell outta me the 
first five rounds." says Zivic. 
“ He stepped on my toes, gave 
me the elbow and hit me low so 
many times I lost count. Arthur 
Donovan was the referee and 
never said anything. In the six­ 
th round. I hit Armstrong low a 


coupla’ times. I banged him 
with my head and cut his eye. 
Donovan stopped the fight for a 
few seconds and said. ‘If you 
guys wanna fight that way, it s 
okay with me’.” 


Ai the bell ending the fight, 
Armstrong was on the canvas 
and Zivic was an easy winner. 
The two fought again three 
months later, and Zivic kayoed 
Armstrong in the 12th round. 
/ 
“ My b ig gest purse w as 
$25,000." rem em bers Zivic, 
showing some of the many 
photos and souvenirs he has in 
the game room of his home. “ I 
g o t t h a t when I b o xe d 
Armstrong the second time. 
The first time I got a buck and a 
half." 


He laughs at his own joke. 
. “ I dunno how much I got for 
my first fight with Armstrong, 
something like $1,800." he says. 
“ Some guys were betting I 
wouldn’t show up." 


He laughs again. 
Zivic says he never wanted to 
fight as a kid. but he couldn’t 
help it. He was the youngest of 
five brothers, and the other four 
Pete. Eddie. Joe and Jack — 


(Paid Political) 


all fought professionally as 
well. Pete and Jack competed 
for the United States in the 1920 
Olympics at Antwerp. Belgium. 


“ My mother didn t want any 
of us to fight, especially me 
since I was the baby," says 
Zivic. “but the other kids would 
pick on me. They’d say. ‘You 
think you’re tough because your 
brothers are figh ters.’ My 
mother, who died when she was 
93 years old. never said a bad 
word in her life. Whfen I d come 
home from having a fight with 
some kid. she d ask me why did 
I hit him? I would tell her he 
swore at me. She d say ‘What 
did he say?' I'd tell her he call 
me a ‘sunuva.’ She d say. ‘You 
should've hit him again." 


Unlike so many other fighters 
of his era. Fritzie Zivic does not 
have to depend upon others at 
this stage of his life. 


He's quick mentally, in good 
shape physically, seven pounds 
less than the 147 he generally 
fought at. and not what you 
would call affluent, but at least 


all right financially. He takes 
pride in the fact he has always 
made enough to support his 
wife. Helen, and that their 
children graduated from col­ 
lege. 


“ If I had my life to live all 
over again. I'd be a profession­ 
al fighter again." says Zivic. 
“ I d be a little more careful 
with my money, though. The 
trouble with me was that I was 
an easy touch. I still am. 


"I'd be at a bar. having a 
beer, throw down a ten or 
twenty dollar bill on the bar and 
someone would always come 
along and say.

WASHINGTON (UPG - The 
Democratic Platform Commit­ 
te e its national hearings nearly 
scuttled by labor pickets, has 
heard from most top Demo­ 
crats that jobs must be the par­ 
ty’s No. I priority in 1976. 
That was the concensus of 
Sens. Hubert Humphrey and 
E d w ard 
K ennedy, H ouse 
M ajority 
L ead er T hom as 
O’Neill, and a variety of labor 
and other special in terest 
witnesses who appeared before 
the committee in rapid succes­ 
sion late Tuesday. 
Few questions were asked by 
the committee because of the 
tim e p re ssu re c re a te d by 
suspending the hearings earlier 
in the day when many witnesses 
— p a rtic u la rly the lab o r 
leaders — refused to cross un­ 
ion picket lines outside their 
downtown hotel headquarters. 
Party leaders circumvented 
the picket lines established by 
strik in g em ployes of th e 
National Broadcasting Co. by 
moving the hearings to Capitol 
Hill, w he r e p i cke t i ng is 
prohibited. The witnesses then 
agreed to appair. 
But the impact was marred 
by crowded, makeshift accom­ 
modations in the Senate Caucus 
Room and the speed with which 
witnesses were ushered in and 
out to make up for lost time. 
Humphrey, Kennedy, O’Neill 
and others insisted that full 
employment must be the first 
item written into the platform. 
Many recommended formal en­ 
dorsement of a full employ­ 
ment bill to reduce joblessness 
to 3 per cent by 1980. 
O’Neill’s testimony was more 
cautious. He called for a goal of 
less than 6 per cent unemploy­ 
ment by the end of 1977 — a goal 
s h a r e d 
by t h e p r e s e n t 
Republican administration. 
Although Common C ause 
President David Cohen charged 
that Dem ocratic leaders in 
Congress have "cynically” de­ 
clined to carry out sim ilar goals 
in previous party platform , 
O'Neill shifted the blame to the 
administration. 
"Much of what is wrong with 
American government today is 
caused not by bad fed eral 
program s, but by basically 
sound program s which are 
poorly ... corruptly adminis­ 
tered.” he said. 
A few witnesses, including 
Cohen and autoworkers presi­ 
dent Leonard Woodcock, called 
on the party to require a com­ 
mitment to the platform by the 
candidates.

MENLO PARK (UPI) - A 
majority of visitors surveyed in 
national parks opposes removal 
of all or part of the commercial 
development inside the parks, 
according to a recen tly 
released report. 
“The surveys indicated that 
the general public visiting the 
parks wants no significant 
change in the present availabil­ 
ity of a broad spectrum of con­ 
cession facilities,’’ said the 
report, prepared by Stanford 
Research Institute for the 
Conference of National Park 
Concessioners. 
Institute researchers inter­ 
viewed nearly 1,000 visitors as 
they left Yosemite, Yellow­ 
stone, Glacier and Grand Ca­ 
nyon National Parks last sum­ 
mer, and they found: 
— 76 per cen t opposed 
removal of all or some es­ 
tablished cam pgrounds in 
national parks. Fifteen per cent 
favored removing some or all 
campgrounds (the rest did not 
indicate an opinion). 
— 63 per cen t opposed 
removal of all or some hotel 
and lodge type facilities from 
national parks. Twenty-three 
per cent favored less or no 
hotels and lodges. 
Conservationists have called 
for strict cutbacks in national 
park 
development, 
including 
removal of some or all facilities 
in such sc e n ic area s as 
Yosemite Valley and along the 


rim of the Grand Canyon. 
“Basic attitudes were strong 
and relatively consistent among 
all categories of respondents — 
younger and older, males and 
females, campers and lodge 
overnighters, and overnighters 
and day use visitors.’’ the 
report said. 
The report also said that the 
current system, under which a' 
single private company oper­ 
ates a monopoly concession in 
each park under contract with 
the National Park Service, 
seems to be the best means 
available for administering the 
parks. 
“While this does not mean 
changes may not be forthcom­ 
ing at some time, it does in­ 
dicate that the concession 
system has withstood the tests 
of time in a favorable manner 
over a fairly substantial peri­ 
od,” the Stanford report said. 
One of the major drawbacks 
to eliminating in-park facilities 
is the cost, the report said. A 
1973 Park Service study said the 
c o st of rem o v in g “ non­ 
essential” 
facilities out of 
Yosemite alone would be $110 
, million — nearly twice the $65.9

Senator Kennedy's 
economic myths 


on 


Senator Edward Kennedy, in obiter 
dicta on the annual report of the Joint 
Economic Committee of Congress, has 
omitted a few thoughts calculated to 
make Am ericans feel better about 
federal spending. In doing so, he ran into 
the buzzsaw of economist Alan Reynolds 
(writing in National Review) Indeed, the 
senator m anages to 
create a few myths of 
his own. in his venture 
in 
o v e r c o m in g 
economic myths. 
"The first and most 
damaging misconcep­ 
tion,” Senator Ken­ 
nedy wrote, “ is the 
m y th 
of 
th e 
mushrooming Federal 
G overnm ent... 
The 
only valid comparison 
is 
th e 
r a t i o 
of 
(federal) spending to 
GNP. And that proportion has remained 
almost precisely constant at about 20 per 
cent ever since the early 1950s.” Get that 
at about. 
For one thing, raw federal spending is 
an imprecise index of federal control, 
neglecting off-budget 
and 
regulatory 
agencies, and the role of matching 
grants and revenue sharing in fostering 
the explosion of state and local spending. 
For instance, it doesn’t cost the tax­ 
payers very much to finance the CAB, 
but the CAB costs taxpayers a lot of 
money, as anyone knows who has com­ 
muted from San Fran cisco to Los 
Angeles, which is twice the distance 
from Washington to New York, and paid 
half the fare — because CAB is out of the 
picture. 
“ But a comparison of current federal 
spending with the level of ‘the early 
1960s’ — i.e.. the Korean W ar," Mr. 
Reynolds points out, “ is just dirty pool. 
Defense was more than half of the 
budget back then, and only a fourth now. 
Still, federal spending was 14 per cent of 
GNP in 1961, 17.1 per cent in 1956, 19.1 
per cent in 1966. and 23.6 per cent in 1976. 
That may sound like ‘about 20 per cent.’ 
But federal spending in 1977 would be 
about $265 billion if it were still 14 per 
cent of GNP, rather than the $413 billion 
figure Congress is now shooting for." 
“The second m yth." writes Mr. Ken­ 
nedy, “ is the so-called crushing burden 
in federal debt. In 1950. when the country 
emerged from World War II. the federal 
debt was an incredible 82 per cent of the 
nation’s GNP. In 1974, the level was a 
modest 26 per cen t." 
But as Mr. Reynolds points out. sav­ 
ings bonds are fixed in dollar term s, 
while GNP has been wildly bloated by in­ 
flation. Bonds inevitably shrink in rela­ 
tion to the GNP, which means simply 
that the government has swindled the 
bondholders But even then, federal debt 
rose from 35 to 38.5 per cent of FNP 
between 1975 and 1975, and Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy’s wild misunderstanding evolves: 
the “ crushing burden” isn’t the percen­ 
tage of the GNP of the federal debt, it is 
the taxes required merely to pay the in­ 
terest on that debt — a burden close, now 
to fifty billion dollars per year — about 
half of the cw t of our national defense. 
Senator Kennedy has a solution for all 
this pother. It is, as you would suspect, 
tax reform. He trots out the usual figure: 
“ In 1973, over 3,000 people with adjusted 
gross incomes in excess of $50,000 paid 
no federal income tax at all. This 
p rivileged 
group 
re p re se n ts 
th** 
wealthiest one-half of one per cent of all 
families in the United States Yet they 
’ paid not one dime in federal income tax. 
What do these data ... mean to the 
average wage earner in real every-day 
terms? The data mean that average 
working class families making $7,500 to 
$15,000 must pay higher taxes.” 


As a m atter of fact, that is the least of 
the meaning of the data. All these data 
mean is that federal income taxes, 
whether you are rich or poor, aren’t paid 
on adjusted gross income (though I 
myself believe they should be) but on 
taxable income — i.e., net income after 
specified 
deductions 
neither 
Senator 
Kennedy nor Congress nor the average 
working families wants to do without. 
The three thousand red herrings don’t 
constitute the wealthiest one half of one 
per cent of all families. All studies show 
that high income families pay substan­ 
tially higher tax rates than low income 
families. As for the m atter of tax relief, 
if the federal government took $25,000 
apiece from each of those 3,000 people, 
that would raise a whopping $75 million. 
Is that enough to make a dent in the cost 
to average taxpayers of a $413 billion 
g o v ern m en t? 
."T h a t 
governm ent 
probably misplaces $75 million every 
minute or so,” is Mr. Reynolds’ wry 
remark. 
Senator Kennedy isn t particularly in­ 
terested in taking more money from the 
affluent for the sale of accumulating 
more money for the government. There 
isn’t enough around among the rich to 
make much difference. He wants to take 
their money so that they won t have the 
money to spend as they wish to spend it, 
preferring that it be spent as Senator 
Kennedy wishes to spend it. It s bad 
enough that the public is paying 
dollars for economic analysis of 
quality of Senator Kennedy’s.

WASHINGTON — The Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA ) spent an in­ 
credible $4.2 million to find out that un­ 
tuned engines spread more pollution than 
do engines after they are tuned up. 
The money was used to test various 
automobiles to determine whether their 
exhaust fumes violated clean air stan- 
d a r d s . 
W e 
h a v e 
carefully studied the 
finds, which have been 
w ithheld from the 
public. They can be 
boiled down to one 
basic conclusion: That 
the worst pollution is 
sp read by c a r s in 
“ less-than-adequate 
s t a t e 
of 
maintenance.” 
T h is 
le d 
th e 
researchers also to 
conclude, all for the 
same $4.2 million price, that there is a 
“ need for finding ways of assuring that 
in-use cars are properly maintained.” 
The Language of the studies is often 
ponderous, as befits a $4.2 million 
project. But the conclusion, even after it 
has been dressed up in scholarly ver­ 
biage, was hardly worth $4.2 million. 
EPA could have obtained the same 
finding 
from 
any competent garage 
mechanic for, say, $4.20. 
The EPA official in charge of car 
pollution control. E rie Stork, cheerfully 
contends that the $4.2 million data can 
now be used to convince state and city of­ 
ficials that they should compel owners to 
keep their cars tuned up. 
Thus. EPA would pass the buck to the 
cities and states, blaming the whole auto 
pollution 
problem 
on poorly tuned 
engines. But the EPA tests produced 
evidence that seven engine lines ap­ 
peared to be violating clean air stan­ 
dards. 
If the fumes from these engines were 
bad enough. EPA was supposed to order 
the manufacturers to recall all cars 
powered by the polluting engines. This 
would have brought in more than two 
million cars for adjustments, a massive 
expenditure for the automakers. 
A confidential report, which we turned 
up in our investigation, explained what 
happened. The auto companies were ac­ 
tually furnished the test results and were 
permitted to make a case against recall. 


“ T he 
a f f e c te d 
m a n u fa c tu re rs 
requested and received all data related 
to the testing of their cars and went 
through these m aterials in enormous 
detail." discloses the document. “ From 
that review, various questions as to the 
validity of the data ... were identified.” 


All this leaves of the four-year project, 
therefore, is the $4.2 million suggestion 
that auto owners should keep their 
engines tuned up. 
Footnote: A House oversight subcom­ 
mittee, headed by Rep. John Moss, D.- 
Calif., has started an investigation to 
determine why the EPA spent so much 
money for so little results. 
SOVIET SPIES: In secret testimony, 
the FBI has advised Congress that of the 
2,000 Communist diplomats in the United 
States, “ 40 per cent of them are active 
Soviet intelligence officers.” 
These figures on Soviet KOB agents 
were revealed behind closed doors by 
Jam es Adams, the top assistant to FBI 
chief Clarence Kelley. He testified 
before a 
House P ost O ffice sub­ 
c o m m itte e , 
w hich 
re le a s e d 
the 
transcript of the hearing. 
But in the interest of the Soviet- 
A m erican d eten te, the com m ittee 
carefully deleted all references to the 
Soviets. The sanitized transcript reveals 
only that the 800 spies were “ active in­ 
telligence officers.” 


We have had access to the secret 
testimony, however, before it was cen­ 
sored. The FBI official tersely identified 
the 800 spies as officers of Soviet in­ 
telligence. Our own sources have con­ 
firmed the Soviet agents posed as 
everything from Russian newsmen to 
scientific attaches. 


Adams was called before the commit­ 
tee to explain the F B I’s role in opening 
first-class mail. He cited the 800 agents 
as evidence of the enormity of the Soviet

spy problem. 
As one example, Adams referred to a 
1964 case which hasn’t previously been 
disclosed. A Pentagon specialist, in need 
of fast cash, decided to sell classified in­ 
formation to the Soviets. 
The information he was ready to ped­ 
dle was “highly classified,” said Adams. 
It revealed how the United States could 
“ interfere with a missile system ” then 
under development by the Soviets. 
Or, as Adams put it, the traitor plan­ 
ned to “ let the Soviets know how we 
could 
co m p ro m ise 
th e ir 
m issile 
system ." But an FBI mail check turned 
up a letter the man had written to the 
Soviet U N. mission. 
The intercepted letter said the traitor 
would meet the Soviet contact man 
through use of a coded newspaper ad. 
But at the rendezvous, FBI agents turned 
up and arrested the American plotter. 
The Pentagon sent a special plane to 
bring him back to Washington for in­ 
terrogation. But the illegal mail opening 
made it impossible to prosecute the 
case. 
However, the traitor was convinced by 
the FBI and the Pentagon to “ volun­ 
tarily” enter a mental hospital. There he 
stayed, our sources say, until his secrets 
were sufficiently “ stale” to allow him 
his freedom. 
Adams testified that no one on high 
objected to the F B I’s illegal methods, 
that no one “said maybe we ought to stop 
doing th is.” 
Now Adam s and his 
colleagues are under fire for the very 
acts that once brought them praise from 
their superiors.

Top EPA officials quickly agreed the 
test results weren’t really valid enough 
to compel the manufacturers to recall 
their cars. Stork was one who sided with 
the auto industry. He wrote a memo on 
the recall problem, stating: “ My sugges­ 
tion is that we write off this effort as a 
lost cause and waste no more time on 
it.’’
